E. Wyman bounced to his feet the 
Instant Sheriff Thomas E. O'Brien 
testified..Ahe prosecution Tiad a 
signed statement from Borroto. 


Husband Quoted 


The statement, read by O'Brien, 


quoted Reginald Borroto as saying 
he had "nothing to do with Dr. 
Sander in this." There are no 
charges against Borroto. 


Testimony had been presented 


earlier quoting Dr. Sander as say- 
ing he yielded to Borroto's plead- 
ings to end his wife's suffering 
even if it meant "eliminating her 
life." 


Judge Harold E. Wescott sus- 


tained Wyman's objections and 
ordered the sheriff's testimony 
stricken from the record. 


Wyman told newsmen later that 


Borroto would be called as a de- 
fense witness if the state doesn't 
place him on the stand. 


On learning of Wyman's state- 


ment, Attorney General William L. 
L. Phinncy said: "I might save 
him the trouble."

Atlee Meets 
With Cabinet, 
Talk Set Back 


New Elections May 
Be Called, Is Hint 


LATE BULLETIN 


London, Feb. 25 — Prime 


Minister Attlee announced to- 
day his Labor government will 
carry on, despite the scant and 
shaky parliamentary majority 
it won in Thursday's elections. 
At the moment, Labor hold* a 
10-vote working margin in the 
house of commons, with six 
seats still In doubt. 


Attlee announced the de- 


cision after an emergency 75- 
mlnute cabinet 
session. 
It 


means the Labor party will 
form another government and 
run the continuous risk of be- 
ing wrecked on a vote of con- 
fidence In the house of com- 
mons at a time not of Its own 
choosing. 


Attlee emerged from the 


cabinet meeting at No. 10 
Downing Street, the prime 
minister's official residence, to 
say: 


"Well, we are carrying on." 
That was all he would say. 


Losdon, Feb. 25—(AP)—A re- 


cord - smashing vote has returned 
Britain's Socialist Labor party to 
power with the thinnest majority 
in over a century, so weakening 
the government that new election! 
may have to be. called. 


Qualified Labor so'urces'declaied, 


however,, that Prime 
Minister 


Clement Attlee's party leaders had 
determined to continue governing 
Britain despite a serious setback. 
The Labor party was re-elected 
with an active majority, thus far, 
of only 10 seats in the house of 
commons. 


Attlee Summons Aids 


Attlee called his old cabinet to 


an emergency meeting this morn- 
ing to decide what to do in view 
of its weakened position. He is ex- 
pected today or tomorrow to giva 
the cabinet's decision to King 
George VI, who now^s at Wind- 
sor Castle. 


The winning party, nevertheless, 


plans a big victory celebration to- 
night to coincide with observance 
of its fiftieth birthday. 


A strong comeback bid by th* 


smooth party machine of Conserv- 
ative Leader Winston Churchill, 
although defeated, came so close 
to the winning mark that Labor'* 
mandate for giving Britain mora 
Socialism and more nationaliza- 
tion 
of industry 's 
seriously 


threatened. 


All but six of the 625 seats in 


the next house had been decided 
last night when the vote-counting 
stopped for the weekend. An un- 
touched record of 84 per cent of 
Britain's qualified electors had cast 
a total of 28,582,901 votes.

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Wallace Seeks 
To Rid Party 
Of Red Labd 


Chicago, r"eb. 25— (AP)— Henry 


A. Wallace's followers today tried 
to cleanse the Progressive party 
of a Communist taint which he 
says is a red smear by the third 
party enemies. 


Wallace predicted success for 


the convention move—a resolu- 
tion which m effect is an indirect 
disavowal of Soviet Russia 


Adoption would help counteract 


1948 rejection of the resolution at 
the party's founding session in 
Philadelphia 18 months ago. 


"\Ve must not allow anyone the 


slightest, legitimate reason for 
believing that any working mem- 
ber of the party puts Rome, Mos- 
cow or London ahead of the United 
States," Wallace said last night. 


He declared in a convention key- 


note speech that Progressives must 
get rid of the Red label and fac- 
tions if they are to win elections 
and "a campaign for peace." 


But No Purge 


But he said the third party will 


not purge any Communists from 
its rpjiks. 


It 
welcomes Communists as 


well as those of other political 
labels as long as they support 
Progressive principles, he added. 


The party's 1948 nominee for 


president 
drew 
applause 
from 


hundreds of delegates with these 
remarks: 


"\Vc agree with Cominu- 


nlM« that |toa<-e ulth Russia 
I* possible—but that dot>f»n't 
make us Communists. 


"The Communists ha\e their 


party. We have ours. 


"The 
policies of the Pro- 


gressive part.v are our oun— 
not controlled by anyone who 
owes his Mipn-mi' allegiance 
to any other party. 


"We do not—and will not 


—permit any organized fac- 
tions or groups 
within 
our 


party. 


"Our 
principles are vastly 


different from those of the 
Communist party. 


"Our 
philosophy 
is 
not 


based upon the principles of 
Marxism and Leninism. 
Wo 


believe in Progressive capital- 
ism, not Socialism. 


"We will not attempt the 


purge of any individual be- 
cause of past or present la- 
bels. 


"We are fighting for peace, 


not because any foreign pow- 
er wants us to fight for peace 
but because we 
understand 


the deep needs of the Ameri- 
can people and the world." 
The onetime 
Democratic vice 


president said "enemies of pro- 
gress have stigmatized us as be- 
ing apologists for Russia and for 
Communism." 


He predicted 
delegates today 


would adopt a policy statement 
that although Progressives criti- 
cize present 
American 
foreign 


policy they don't mean to give 


"blanket endorsement to the for- 
eign policy of any nation." 


Two Brute* of World 


The delegates were silent uhen 


Wallace described both the United 
States and Russia as "the two 
big brutes of the world." 


He said "each in its own eyes 


rests on high moral principles—• 
but each in the eyes of other na- 
tions is guided by force and force 
alone." 


They applauded, however, when 


he said: 


"We stand as Americans, first, 


last and all the time." 


Wallace called for 
friendship 


with Russia and Red China, and 
for peace by outlawing the A- 
bomb and the H-bomb. 


He said Atlantic pact nations 


should declare they will not be 
the first to use atomic weapons, 
and the United -States and Russia 
should agree to renounce atomic 
warfare. 


He 
acknowledged 
that 
"the 


fearful and trembling ones" have 
deserted his "Gideon's army," but 
he said millions will replace them. 


The most conspicuous absentee 


at the convention which ends Sun- 
day is Senator Taylor (D-Idaho). 
He was the 
Progressive 
vice 


presidential nominee in 1948 but 
he has rejoined the Democrats as 
a candidate for reelection as sena- 
tor.

Coal Crisis Creates Emergency 


Requiring Restrictions 
on Use of Electricity 


July, 1949, we have made every effort to maintain 


*n adeepate fuel supply. Despite these efforts, curtailment 
of coal mining to three days a week and the several cessa- 
tions of work have reduced oar fuel storage supply from 
80 days on July 1, 1949, to 21 days on lut Monday, 
February 20. 


Although practically aH our electric generating stations 


are equipped to burn natural gas or oil in substitution for 
coal, tiie quantity of these fuels available in wintertime is 
banted. During recent months, aH of these fuels that we 


could obtain have been used. 


Numerous conferences on this critical situation hav« 


been held with the Illinois Commerce Commission. Following 
a final review and hearing, the Commission Thursday 
ordered restrictions on the use of electricity. 


The»e restrictions are necessary to prolong electric 


serriee for pnbiie health and safety and protection of 
property. Accordingly, commencing next Monday, February 
27, 1980, the curtailment order becomes effective. 


"No nser of e/ecfriciff, other than a public wafer supply or 
sewage disposal system or public street lighting system, shall, 
during the seven-day period February 27, 1950, to March 5, 


1950, inclusive, and during each successive seven-day period 
thereafter until otherwise ordered by the Commission, use 
more than 75 % of such customer's average weeWy use of elecfri- 
city during January. 1950. A customer's average weekly use 
during January, 1950 shall be deemed to Jbe seven times the 
daily average number of kilowatthours used by him in his 
meter reading period which ended in January, 1950. 


"White these restrictions require a reduction hi nse of at 
least 25%, aU customers are urged to reduce their use of 
electricity in every possible way, such as by elimination of 
dispensable window, display, sign and marquee lighting. 
The urgency and serious nature of the present emergency 
require that there be no unnecessary or improvident uses 
of electric energy. So-called 'dimout' orders frequently 
include specific prohibitions against particular uses of 
electricity. Experience has proved, however, that in many 
cases such specific prohibitions cause difficulties to custo- 
mers, utilities and the Commission out of proportion to the 
fuel savings thereby realized . .. 


"It win be noted that the restrictions apply to residential 


customers as well as other classes of customers. Residen- 
tial customers are mckKfed because the Commission is of 
the opinion that all customers should assume an equal 
degree of responsibility for the conservation of the rapidly 
diminishing coal supply. 


"The Commission, however, realizes that the clectnc 


utilities might experience great difficulty if they were to 
attempt to force compliance by the hundreds of thousands 
of individual residential customers, and also that these 
customers may be unable to determine whether they have 
reduced their use of electricity by the required precentage. 


"Therefore, residential customers are urged to conserve elecfricify in every way 
possible wifhouf causing themselves severe hardship. Any residential customer 
who cooperates in this spirit will be deemed to be in lull compliance with this order."

Equipment for softening hard 


water cuts household operating 
expenses and provides longer life 
for pipes and drains, says Amer- 
ican Builder magazine. 


"It is estimated that the cost 


of hard water averages from $75 
to $125 a year, depending on the 
hardness of the water and the 
size of the family," the magazine 
says. 


The New York State Depart- 


ment of Health is quoted as say- 
ing. "The life of clothes washed 
in hard water is shortened 20 to 
40 percent." 


"Probably the most widely used 


water-softening systems are those 
which employ the zeolite proc- 
ess," American Builder says. "Ze- 
olite, a white, durable chemical, 
is contained in a water-softener 
tank which may be installed in 
the home water system. 


"Zeolite has an affinity for cal- 
cium and magnesium, the miner- 
als which make water hard. The 
minerals are absorbed by the ze- 
olite as the water passes through 
the tank. 


"When zeolite is saturated with 


the minerals taken from the wa- 
ter, it must be 'regenerated,' or 
flushed with a solution of com- 
mon salt and water. It is then 
ready to be used again." 


In many communities, water 


softeners are installed on a ser- 
vice basis. A local company in- 
stalls a portable softener in the 
water line.

This home was designed witn 


alternatne exteriois and inter1- 
ors, enabling t;ie owner to choose 
tne combination which suits his 
own needs best Because of these 
optional major features, the dwel- 
ling has been selected by Amer- 
ican Builder magazine, 30 Church 
St., New York 7, N. Y., as its 
Plan No. 38.

Those Square Pegs in Round Holes 


A University of Chicago professor declares that half of 


all American adults are misplaced persons—in their work, 
that is. 
He thinks the unfortunate job choices so many people 


make have a good deal to do with our high rates of divorce 
and mental illness. Why do they wander into the wrong 
paths in such great numbers? 


One reason seems to be that until the last decade or two 


very few ever exercised much care in picking a job. It often 
could be said that a man gave more real thought to choosing 
a new car or radio than to deciding his life's work. 


A big part of the trouble was that as modern life grew 


increasingly complex it became harder for a man both to 
measure his own talents and to size up the suitability of va- 
rious jobs. The tendency of too many has been a drift into 
whatever work appeared handy. Once set in a particular 
groove, and saddled with family responsibilities, people have 
little chance but to stick. 
There's a second big reason: Industrial civilization, 


founded on machines in both office and factory, inevitably 
involves many tasks that are monotonous, routine and dull. 
They're broken down into such small segments that an indi- 
vidual worker seldom sees or can understand the whole 
operation. 


Like a soldier in battle, the worker never knows how the 


war is going. He just knows what's happening to Hill 605. 
And that knowledge isn't very satisfying. Not like the deep 
pleasure and pride the craftsman of old gained when he 
turned out a well-made boot or carriage. 


Slowly we've been developing answers to these problems. 


Vocational guidance is winning a bigger and bigger place in 
our schools. Job counsellors try to tell us what we're fit 
for. what talents various tasks demand, and what opportuni- 
ties lie in those fields. Sometimes a man has to settle for his 
second or third choice because there's simply no room for 
him in the fields he likes most. 


Furthermore, business and industry are growing steadily 


more aware they must somehow make dull jobs palatable. 
Either by reminding workers constantly of the rounded pic- 
ture into which their work fits, and thus giving them a solid 
sense of achievement; or by helping them develop side inter- 
ests that provide real compensation for the satisfaction 
missed on the job. 


Most social scientists probably would agree with the 


Chicago professor that these problems go right to the root 
of our modern day social unrest. You don't make happy men 
or build happy homes and families when so many people 
spend most of their waking hours at chores which either bore 
them or actually upset them. 


A good start has been made, but we need much more 


attention in schools and in industry to the problem of bring- 
ing real human satisfaction into the workaday world.
